Dr. I. A. H. Belter, director of the 


Hygienic Institute of the University 
of Koenigsberg, issued the memorial 
on behalf of' the Society of German 
Professors of Hygiene. The document 
suggests an absolute prohibition of the 
use of foodstuffs, especially grain, po- 
tatoes and sugar, in the manufacture i 
of alcoholic liquors.

"It cannot be contestedfl" the memo- 


rial says, "that the production of alco- 
hol deprives the German people 
of 


great quantities of foodstuffs. 
But it 


is not this fact aone which causes us 
to raise a voice of warning. "We know 
by experience that manutrition fosters 
acohoism, and that, on the other hand, 
Jncreasnie acohoism has a doube ef- 
fect on underfed peope. We therefore 
ask the government to control, with all 
means at its disposal, the increasing 
cnosumption of 
alcohol.

means the collapse of feeding can be 
prevented.

FIVE SUICIDE ATTEMPTS 


Atlanta, C!a.—A pair o£ shoestrings, 


the only weapons left here, were used 
by pretty 15-year-old 
Maggie, Bed- 


ford, of this city, inher fifth unsuc- 
cessful 
attempt .at 
suicide 
within 


twelve hours. 


The sudden attack of the suicide 


mania resulted through mistreatment 
at home. Mnfrgie told the 
police.

am determined not to live any longer," 
she cleclraed. 


Her first attempt was an
